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The  layout,  design,  and  operating  methods  of  this 
plan  are  based  on  the  needs  of  the  livestock  industry 
to  develop  improved  and  efficient  small  local  marketing 
facilities  through  which  livestock  can  be  sold  compet- 
itively. Plans  will  satisfy  the  need  to  provide  both  buyer 
and  seller  with  good  service  at  the  lowest  possible  cost. 

Pole-type  construction  is  used,  and  the  poles  are 
spaced   to   form    a    12-    by    12-foot   grid    pattern.   The 
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internal  pens  are  formed  by  gates  supported  by  the 
structural  poles.  Pen  size  can  be  varied  in  1 2-foot- 
square  increments  simply  by  removing  or  shifting  gate 
arrangements.  With  uniform  widths  for  gate,  alley, 
and  pen,  the  facility  arrangements  are  versatile.  Live- 
stock movement  can  be  changed  easily  to  suit  varying 
needs.  Uniform  width  and  gate  partitions  also  permit 
convenient  manure  cleaning  with  a  tractor  loader  or 
scraper. 

The  auction  area  is  a  separate  two-story  building  at- 
tached to  the  main  building  near  midpoint.  The  audi- 
torium seats  approximately  300  persons.  Standing  room 
is  available  on  the  balcony.  Customer  entries  to  the 
auction  ring  and  auditorium  are  at  the  main  entrance 
and  at  each  side  from  the  pen  area.  A  cutaway  view  of 
the  auction  building  is  illustrated  on  the  reverse  side. 

The  space  under  the  bleachers  is  well  used.  The  main 
entrance  is  at  ground  level.  It  leads  to  the  lunch  room, 
office,  rest  rooms,  veterinarian's  office  with  bath,  and 
storage  facilities.  This  entrance  also  connects  with  dual 
stairways  that  lead  to  the  balcony  of  the  auditorium. 
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
